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Dear MS. Sands: 

You have requested additional information regarding eleven federal political ' 

contributions you have identified h m  the FEC website that you believe may not have. 
been disclosed in Centex Corporation's complaint to the Federal Election Commission. 
We have reviewed all of the materials in our possession as well as the FEC website. Of 
the eleven contributions you list:

0 Eight of them were disclosed in the.complaint. All eight were reimbursed by 

Centex-Roone y. . .  

We have no records relating to two of the contributions and do not believe that 
they were reimbursed. 

One other contribution was not disclosed in the complaint, because it did not 
appear to us to have been a federal political contribution. Since it now 
appears that it was a federal contribution, we believe it should be added to 

' those listed in the complaint. 

In most instances, disq-epancies between the contributions listed in. the complaint 
and the contributions listed on the website arise because the complaint listed the 
contributions by the date on the check, while the website !ists them by the date they were 
reported in the candidates' disclosures.

The materials we reviewed do not include a copy of a check fiom Mr. Moss to 

Friends of Clay Shaw around this date. .Our records doinclude a copy of a check dated 
9/27/97 from Mr. Moss to ‘The Congressional Club” for $250, and Mr. Moss was 
reimbursed for this contribution. See Attachment 1. The Congressional Club is not 
registered as a political committee with the FEC or the State of Florida, and we therefore . 
did not include it in the complaint. However, a fundraising letter suggests that this 
“Club” was affiliated with or supported Rep. Shaw. Since this check appears to ,?we 
been reported as acontribution to Rep. Shaw, we agree that it should be. included.

When we reviewed the FEC website, this contribution was shown as $500 rather 

than $1,000 as listed on your chart, and we believe that $SOO.is correct amount. We . .  
reported a $500 contribution dated 1/30/98 h m  Mr. Moss to Friends of Bob Graham in 
the complaint, and we believe that it is the same contribution as the $500 contribution 
dated 2/9/98 on the FEC website. Neither our records nor the FEC website show any’ 
other contribution fiom Mr. Moss to the Graham campaign between the date on the check . 
and the date reported on the FEC website. See Attachment 2.

This contribution was reported in the complaint and explained at Footnote 8. 
Check records indicate that Sandra Moss wrote a check to Friends of Bob Graham for 
$1,000 dated 911 6/98. For whatever reason, the candidate’s disclosure report lists Mr. 
Moss as the contributor. Further, the disclosure report shows that the campaign refunded 

any other contribution from Mr. Moss to the Graham campaign between the date on the 
check and the date reported on the FEC website. See Attachment 3.

The complaint reported a contribution of $l,OOO to the Shaw campaign from Mr. 

Moss on a check dated 4/7/99. This is the same contribution. Neither our records nor the 
FEC website show any other contribution fiom Mr. Moss to the Shaw campaign between 
the date on the check and the date reported on the FEC website. See Attachment 4.

McCollum for Senate campaign from Mr. Moss dated 12/28/98. Footnote 9 noted .that 
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$500 of the contribution 'was reattributed to Mrs. Moss. The McCollum campaign 
disclosure report supports this. The report originally posted the $1,000 contribution as 
dated 1/7/00. Subsequently, Mr. Moss sent a redesignation letter to the campaign 
atiributing $500 to Mrs. Moss. The disclosure report debits $500 fiom Mr. Moss's 
$1,000 contribution and credits the $500 as fiom Mrs. Moss in transactions.dated 
1/21/00. Neither our records nor the FEC website show any other contributions fiom Mr. . 
or Mrs. Moss to the McCollum campaign between the date on the check and the date . 

reported on the FEC website. See Attachment 5.

This contribution was disclosed in the complaint. As a result of a typographical .

Neither our records nor the FEC website show any contribution 
for Mr. Espomn to the McCollum campaign between the date on the check and the date 
reported on the FEC website. See Attachment 6.

The complaint listed a $500 contribution from Ms. Young to McCollum for 

Senate dated 3/21/00. This is likely the same contribution. Neither our records nor the 
FEC website show any other contribution fiom Ms. Young to the McCollum campaign

This contribution was disclosed in the complaint as a contribution from Mr. Moss 

to Friends of Clay Shaw dated 4/28/00. Footnote i0 in the complaint explains that the 
check records indicate that Mr. Moss signed the check but that for some reason the 
campaign reported Mrs. Moss as the contributor. Neither our records nor the FEC 
website show any contributions from Mr. or Mrs. Moss to the Shaw campaign between 
the date on the check and the date reported on the FEC website. See Attochnieni 8. 
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We hope that this clarifies all questions that you had about these specific 
contributions. As always, we will continue to work with you and the Commission staff to 
achieve a prompt resolution to this matter. Please do not hesitate to contact us if you 
have any further questions.
